That our 
kind of democracy is already envied 
by the capitalism of Europe i, noth¬ 
ing very much in its favor. 

When an insurgent sets up the con¬ 
tention that the capitalists or hands 
of capitalists, have not the right lo 
do what they please with their swag, 
he is denying the sacredness of the 
right of private property. Whether 
he is doing this from conviction and 
honesty of tsind. or whether 
as a politicians' game of keeping good 
looking in the eyes of the people, 
makes little diffetence so far as the 
Socialists are concerned. The main 
thing is that he is admitting a part of 
our philosophy and leaving exposed 
to the punches of the Socialists the 
solar plexus of the very capitalist sys¬ 
tem in one of whose parties he is' 
enlistei).

We Must Present a Solid Front 
to the Enemy 

HE Uat convention of the American Federation of Labor was 
in many respecta a tiresome and sleepy affair^wsth its numer¬ 
ous jurisdiction squabbles tbat had been aettl^ befoce, set¬ 
tled again and yet never can be settlevL as long as the present 
structure of unionism in America remains as it it. * 

But on this very point the last convention proved to be almost revolu¬ 
tionary. It pnctkally decided to abandon trades autonomy. This conven¬ 
tion paved the way for a new policy, for INDUSTRIALISM. 

* • ♦ 

Of course, this new departure did not come in the form of a ”resolu^*wA 
tion.” ^ 

It came rather innocently in the form of a decision of President Com- 
per* "on a point of order” during the discusiion over'ihe admission of the 
Western Federation of Miners into the American Federation of Labor. 

The Western Federation of Miners, as everybody knows, is an indus- 
trisl organixation, which has jurisdiction over the engineers, firemen, car¬ 
penters, teamsters and machinists working in and about the mines and 
smelters. 

This jurisdiction w«s contested by the general officers of the 
respective organUattons, and especially by James O'Connell, the general 
president of the International Asaociation of Machiniata, and third vrice- 
president of the American Federation of loSbor. He went ao far as to 
threaten aecetslon if the charier was granted to the Western Federation of 
Miners under these conditions and quoted the trades autonomy paragraph 
of the constitution of tbe American Federation of Labor In behalf of hia 
position. 

« * « 

And he was right as to the conatliution. This clause would of neces¬ 
sity bar the Western Federation of Miners aa long aa they clvmg to their 
present form of organisation. O'Connell made this provision of the con¬ 
stitution **a point of order." 

Howevbr—-"what's the constitution among frinda?" said Flann'^an cf 
Texas, once upon a time.

Gompers took the matter under advisement until tbe next day. and 
then decided agaiaat O'Comicll-a^tating that if this poaitioa srere adhered 
to, not only would the Western Fedmtion of Miners be bamj. but also 
the railsray organisations. 

And be might have added tbe United Mine Owners (coal mtners), car¬ 
penters and painters and several other unions which are to-iay virtually 
industrial organlaationa or becoming such very rapidly.

The present administration wants 
to cut out this extravagance. Let 
the city avoid e ver y ddiar ot bond 
issue that it is possible for it to 
avoid, and especially on aon-revenue 
producing expenditures, such, as the 
pavement of streets, and the like. 

This policy can only be gradually 
introduced, of course, but adhered to 
w*nt mean the saving of millions of 
dollars to the peo^c of Ibe city in the 
course of ten or fifteen years. In 
fact, this policy finally ntabltshed, 
would emancipate the people very 
largely from the burdens of capitalist 
oppression. It would put the finances 
of the cUy on n cash basis with all 
of the advantages that result from 
cash dealings."

$140. In other words, every dollar’s 
worth of material or service that the 
city by the method of issuiag 
bonds, costs the city $1-40- The 40; 
cents on every dollar rcpreivcnts the, 
tribute laid upon the people by the 
binding institutions. Tlie preient ad-: 
ministratiou is going to make a very 
serious effort to ^ tbe city out of 
the dutches of this situation and pul 
it 00 a cash basis as far as possible. 
Former adneinistratums bare not been 
at all anxious to improve matters in 
regard to bond issues, fol* the sim¬ 
ple reason that th«y v^presenred the 
capitalistic system, and the bonding 
business with its steady ind exacting 
interest drawing, ts an essential part 
of the system. And those who were 
back of former administratlous waaw- 
ed this sort of thing maintaiued. It 
was their Rfe and Breath.

Jp 
According to reports receivedfin 
Washington, the Unit^ States pap¬ 
ers have been extending the invest¬ 
ment of their profit, in big ranche* 
and packing house, in .Argentina, 
which is the largest exporter of beef 
in the world, and, next tq New Zea¬ 
land, the chief exporter of mutton. 

North American investments have 
absorbed the La Plata Cold Storage 
company and the La Blanca company, 
in Argentina, and the former has now 
become probably the largest ol it, 
kind in the world. ThsI U what the 
New York Timea saya in a ditpatch 
received from Washington dated No¬ 
vember 19. 

The United JSutes company, ac¬ 
cording 10 the !dew York Times, has 
aent managsrs to Argentina, who have 
stim.-'lated the meal isduatry to a 
point unequaled in any country. 

There is no aign that Argcntlisa 
meat srill come to the United States. 
It i> aU flipped to Enropc, where it

Thus 
the beef trust kaa both cuutincnt, at 
its mercy. 

The beef trust needs onl» to gain 
control of the New Zealand interests 
to have tbe entire industry in its 
grasp. 

The Times also says tliat: "Every 
indkaHea. from a careful Msdy of 
conditions by expert observers em¬ 
ployed by the department of com¬ 
merce aod labor, seems to show that 
the p. ice of meat is lo go up rather 
than be reduced in any great extent.’'

How the Street Railway 
Distributes Population 


Crowding of population is one of the 
great problems of city life that does not 
trouble Milwaukee as it does many cities. 

Milwaukee has room to .grow and the ex¬ 
tension of its street railway system has en¬ 
abled it to grow without crowding its people 
together too closely for their own good. 

Nearly every large city has its congested 
district where people are forced to live hud¬ 
dled together like bees in a hive. This in¬ 
terferes with the health and moral welfare 
of the people as well as their comfort and 
enjoyment 

Such conditions arc found particularly in 
the larger cities of Europe. 

Glasgow, Scotland, has nearly three times 
the population of Milwaukee and covers less 
ground. Statistics give the average popula¬ 
tion of Glasgow, throughout the whole city, 
at 67 to the acre, as compared with 26 to the 
acre in Milwaukee. 

In Glasgow nearly all of the people live 


In tenement houses. Even among the wealthy 
and aristocratic residents few persons are able 
to have separate homes of their own. 


In the city district of London 1,500,000 
people live within an area of slighHy more 
than 19 square miles, and in Paris the city 
proper has nearly 3,000,000 population 
crowded into less than 31 square miles. 

Cities throughout the entire world are 
trying to find ways for their people to live 
under more comfortable and healthful condi. 
tions. They believe that their greatest hope 
is in street railway extension and rapid 
transit. 


In Milwaukee this question has been and 
is being dealt with before it becomes a 
serious problem. THE MILWAUKEE
